AMEND 


The Carson Index says: 
Several newspaper articles have been 


printed recently which would lead to 
error in the public iniod with regard to 
the proposed Constitutional amendment 
if left undisputed. As a matter of fact 
there are only three proposed amend- 
ments to be submitted to the voters at 
the coming election, instead of twenty- 
nine. The first is on page 163 ot the 
statutes of 1885, aud relates to the 
method of calling a Constitutional Con- 
vention, if desired, by a majority of the 
voters of the Str to. The other two fol- 
low immediately after, and provide for 
residence in the State one year before 
citizenship shall be acquired, and al- 
lowing tbe investment uf school funds 
in the bonds of any of the Slates of the 
Union. 
At present the Constitution 


permits investment of school funds in 
ouly United States bonds or Nevada 
State bonds. The way in which the 
mistake occurred doubtless was from 
the fact that one of the newly proposed 
amendments provides that other amend- 
ments after its adoption shall be sub- 
mitted to the people after having been 
adopted by one session of the Legisla- 
ture.

The Virginia 
Orchestra picnic ut Steamboat Springs 
was largely attended avid the day passed 
in dancing, singing, etc. Beno itself 
let the day pass quietly by, only cele- 
brating by firing a salute Sunday morn- 
ing and a small display of fire-works in 
the evening under the supervision of 
Nick Hammersmith. Testerday Virginia 
City took its turn in celebrating, and 
was helped out by a large crowd from 
Beiio and Carson, including the Beno 
Guard. 
Truckee, although not in Ne- 


vada, is almost a part of this end of our 
State. This thriving little town turned 
out in force Sunday and Monday to 
Donner Lake, where all did honor to 
the day, by boating, picnicking, dancing 
and in every other way imaginable. The 
steamer "Comet" was kept busy every 
hour during tbe two days carrying peo- 
nle around the lake, making the trip to 
the head of the lake and book in about 
an hour.

of th« morn in that far-off Eastern land. 
At the time of his coming mankind be- 
lieved that self-government was a her- 
esy. 
"Honor the King," "Subjects 


obey your rulers"—were the ideas which 
governed. Paganism and every form of 
abject tyranny were the order of the day in 
all the lands of the earth. He was the 
representative of a great idea and around 
and about him grew up a civilization, 
the like of which, prior to that time, the 
world had no record of. Wherever the 
thoughts aud doctrines taught by him 
found their way, men adopted them as 
being the most consonant with the "Di- 
vine right of man," until tbe rulers 
themselves, forced by the sheer weight 
of the heaven-taught sentiment of the 
governed, adopted his teachings. 


On down the centuries until [seven- 


teen had 
pftfised awuy and the eight- 


eenth lingered in tlie lap of time, the 
Christian world had been governed by a 
thought which embodied as its corner 
stonn "the divine right of kings." An 
hundred years and ten ago in this fiiir 
laud, on this great nontiuent, another 
nud no less (Uvme redeemer of mankind 
hud her birth. The angel dead of seven 
long years of bloody war sang loud ho- 
saunas at her birth. The world pro- 
claimed her right to live, and kings alone 
denied the boon. 
The 'cannon's roar, the clash of arms, 


the charger's neigh, and the shout of 
victory ushered in her birth. Her nnme, 
hear it ye nations; treasure it ye people 
of the earth; preserve it, oh, ye Ameri- 
cana—Liberty; precious Goddess of the 
people! As this day dawned, an Em- 
pire at the east turned to tbe sun and 
woke a strain sublime to thee, and with 
the hours progressing thnt mighty puun 
comes, till its echoes are heard over a 
thousand leagues, and in full accord 
sixty million hearts are stirred to swell 
the deep acclaim!

Around and about Thee has grown the 


civilization of the Wnst, having for its 
corner-stone, "a government of the peo- 
ple." 
Its principles are eclectic, its 


basis is Christianity, its bulwarks are 
free thought, froe speech and 
free 


schools. 
This civilization of the West is being 


wafted across the troubled waters of the 
Atlantic until to-day we find the idea 
upon which our Government is founded 
marching to the fiont in that proud 
empire on whose possessions the sun 
never seta. There be those living within 
the hearing of my voice who will see 
this new civilization dominant in Great 
Britain, the center of thought and learn- 
ing on the European Continent, and 
may we not indulge the 
Eutopiun 


prophecy that from bar seats of learn- 
ing aud her ports of commeroH will go 
forth such an influence for good that all 
the civilized nations of the Old World, 
while preserving their nationality, will 
compose a vast " Government by the 
people, for the people."

This liberty is the fruit of association— 


united effort of' a great 'people 


eoinblned^O "atooltopll'B-u a°mi'gbty end. 
If men to-day are free* than they once 


were, why is this so? Not alone by our 
brave hero's toil, or trials, or triumphs 
havo our liberties been won. Poets 
sang to win this; artists painted to win 
this; historians wrote to win this; mar- 
tyr patriots fought and bled to win this. 
Washington, the soldier, and Payne, 
the author, Grant, the soldier, and 
Lincoln, the statesman, yielded their 
swep.i of brain and heart to water the 
immortal seeds of the tree of liberty, be- 
neath whose ample shadows we find 
sanctuary to-day, and ia our own clay 
and generation these liberties ore being 
preserved from the assaults of aggre- 
gated wealth anil capital by the associa- 
tion and combination of labor and trodeo 
unions made up of the bone, brains, 
muscle and sinew of the land, and BO 
long as an intelligence born of our 
common school system, aud a faith, the 
product of our liberty, directs these as- 
sociations in iheir delibe.ationa and 
their acts no one need fear bui out of 
them shall spring a purer and a better 
patriotism and a greater love for home 
and country. 
Fellow citizens, appalling as the state- 


ment may be, and paradoxical as it may

coutentment, peauo and plenty iu our 
land. Thank Heaven the disease with 
which these " parasites ou the body 
politic " are afflicted is not beyond the 
reach of that surgery to which au evil

speedily succumb. 
And I take no 


small degree of personal pride in being 
able 
to state that there be those 


among us not " native nor to the manor 
born" either who have shown themselves 
willing in defense of liberty aud right 
and at the call of duty to sacrifice even 
their lives ou the altar of that country 
which bestows ulike on the citizens of 
her adoption as ou those of her soil, the 
heavenly blessiags of Liberty. 


But friends; while we seem to have 


thus far found prompt end adequate 
remedies for those disorders which nave 
in great measure already exhausted their 
violence ou other continents, we have 
developed a disease peculiar to our- 
selves and which promises to display 
that virulence and persistence common 
to all maladies when they first make 
their appearance among mankind. 
In 


the very midst of the most enlightened, 
country of the most enlightened era tbe 
world has ever known, in the full glare 
of the electric light of the newspaper, 
sheltering itself under tlin sucivd name 
of litli'jion; ay! piooluimius ltd doc- 
trines through the very trumpet of Lib- 
erty herself, grows a»U festers that foul 
thing called mormonism. A thing as 
muoh more repulsive than its prototype 
of Oriental lauds,

poverty and 


squalor and publicity and all the anom- 
alous conditions of western civilization 
can muke it. This strange disease ex- 
hibits many of the symptoms of amoral 
cun:er, and we must beware, lest, like 
its physical counterpart, we find that 
even the knife prove powerless if we 
.Jelay too long. 0nubt it not, retribu- 
tion" follows u nation's tiiu as surely as 
that of the individual, and the UIHH may 
come when our children must pom1 out 
their blood to atone for their fathers' 
sin, 
as within 
the 
memories 
of 


nearly all within the sound of my voice, 
has already ouoe been done for the right- 
ing of a long-suffered wrong. In that 
awful day of reckoning, neither of tbe 
great political parties will have the right 
to point its accusing finger at the other 
and cry "thou art tbe man!" for both 
will be equally guilty. 


To-day, on this 110th anniversary of 


our national existence, the Sun, as he 
has driven his fiery coursers through an 
hundred degress of latitude, ban beheld 
an Empire, in every attribute of strength 
and grandeur, uu paralleled in the world's 
history. He bus heard one continuous 
pean of joy and gratitude ascending on 
hi«h from the voices and hearts of sixty 
millions of people. He has beheld an un- 
divided country, stretching over an hun- 
dred degrees of latitude, whose inland and 
independent commerce extends over a 
net-work of iron pataa and waterways, 
greater in extent than is enjoyed by any 
two of the older nations of the earth. He 
has beheld the unbounded products of 
our fields and factories increasing as the 
years roll down, until from very surfeit 
the markets of the world cry "stop! 
He has beheld the oceans with their twen- 
tv-two thousand miles of coast, serving as 
bonds of peace and union, and notjas 
paths of war between us and the nations 
of the earth. He has seen our mountains 
whose surface sustains unnumbered 
flocks nnd herds, and whose mines send 
forth largess to feed the avarice of the 
world; our valleys stretching from the 
Arctic to the Gulf, teeming with the fruits 
of every clime. He bus looked npon our 
institutions of learning lifting the people 
to the light of a nobler manhood; our 
church-spires pointing .upward 
from 


every village; andhis bonificent radiance 
falls like a bpneoHetion upon us as he1
